Only days remain. The 2017 session of the Missouri General 
Assembly ends Fr day. May 12, but the Missouri Senate has yet to 
act on major pro-life legislation. 

Passing pro-life bills could be overlooked as other pr or ties take 
center stage. Let's make sure that doesn't happen. None of us want 
"abortion sanctuaries" in Missouri! Read this alert and then contact 
your State Senator immediately. 

Stop Abortion Sanctuaries: 

Creating "abort on sanctuaries" is the latest tactic of the abort on 
industry. The goal is to make ordinary citizens unwitting partners in 
the evil of abort on. 

Under the guise of supposedly preventing discriminat on, a new St. 
Louis ordinance allows the city to fine Cathol c schools that refuse to 
hire teachers who espouse abortion. Landlords could also be fined if 
they refuse to rent to an abort on clinic. 


HB 174 or SB 41 (companion bills with similar provis ons) will make sure that doesn't 
happen. These bills overturn the St. Louis ordinance and prohib t any other city or town 
from passing a similar pro-abortion ordinance. 

Stop the Trade of the Remains of Unborn Babies: 

SB 67 and HB 194 (companion bills with similar provis ons) prohib t the selling or 
donating of fetal remains from abortions. The bills also ensure abort on clinics undergo 
annual inspections. 

The abortion industry in Missouri claims t does not participate in the trade of the 
remains of unborn babies, but we know this practce has occurred in other states. 
Passing SB 67 or HB 194 will make sure the trading of fetal body parts does not occur 
in Missouri. 


Stalemate in the Senate: 


The Missouri House has passed both of its major pro-life bills-HB 174 and HB 194. The 
Missouri Senate, however, has failed to pass e ther of the companion bills-SB 41 or SB 
67. Ultimately, pro-life legislation will only pass this sess on if the Missouri Senate 
takes act on. To stop sanctuary cities, the Senate can pass e ther SB 41 or HB 174; to 
stop the trade of fetal body parts the Senate can pass e ther SB 67 or HB 194.

Will, 

I am sure you are up to your eyeballs in flooding matters. Please hank he governor and the staff involved for being proac ive in responding to he 
emergency and calling in he National Guard and other groups. 

This budget matter may not be your bailiwick, but please pass this along to the person to whom it is. Any help you and they can give would be grea ly 
appreciated by me and he whole Catholic and pro-life community.. 

Since last year, we’ve been trying to get additional state funding for a pro-life maternity home in the City of St. Louis, the Ca holic Charities’ Queen of 
Peace Center . Queen of Peace specializes in a very difficult population of pregnant and postpartum women and children - those with opioid and other 
substance abuse issues . These moms and kids require a higher level of treatment, and of course, it is much more expensive to care for them. 

No one disputes the excellent work that Queen of Peace does, and in fact hey are part of DMH’s Comprehensive Substance Treatment and 
Rehabilitation (CSTAR1 Program for women and children, and currently get some funding from DMH. This Catholic Charities agency is the largest 
women and children’s CSTAR program in the state and boasts the largest number of drug-free births . 

At our request last year in the budget for the Division of Behavioral Health within DMH, then-Senate Appropriations Chairman Kurt Schaeffer added 
some specific language to the budget to provide Queen of Peace some extra help - specifically an additional $254,518 (see the attached “Fact Sheet” 
from Queen of Peace). That language stayed in HB 10, was signed by Gov. Nixon, and was not line-item vetoed. 

However, DMH took he posi ion that since the money for Queen of Peace was ied to existing funding and not new funding, DMH had no authority to 
actually spend the additional $254,518. However, he Senate Appropriations staff wrote flexibility language in he appropria ion, plus the opportunity to 
transfer the money from he Department of Social Services (DSS) for his program. 

Maybe DMH was being hyper-technical. Maybe it was the general tendency of the Nixon Administration to not fund programs that it had not initially 
proposed. Perhaps DSS didn’t want to release the funds to DMH. Possibly it was pushback from the Missouri Coalition for Community Behavioral 
Healthcare , which thought we were robbing Peter to pay Paul. 

Regardless, Queen of Peace did not get that additional money, although our understanding is that DMH agreed to provide them some one- ime funding 
to see hem through FY2016-2017. 

This year, he Senate added the funding back in for Queen of Peace, in SCS HCS HB 10, in section 10.110 (an excerpt); 

further provided that up to an additional $254,518 may be used for substance abuse treatment services, by a non-profit Comprehensive 
Substance Treatment and Rehabilitation (CSTAR) residential facility located in a city not within a county, in conjunction wi h the Department of 
Social Services, provided to pregnant women, whose child will be eligible for MO HealthNet services, and who are at risk of substance abuse, 
including opioid addiction 

Queen of Peace started getting some of the Alternatives to Abortion (A2A) funding for the first time in February, but frankly, once the A2A program was 
effectively transferred last year to DSS from OA for the program’s administra ion, we’ve gotten numerous complaints from the pro-life agencies about 
how difficult it has become to apply for and qualify for reimbursement under A2A. But that is a discussion for another time. 

What we are asking for is hat the Greitens Administration, DMH, DSS - whomever - do what it can during this last week when the budget needs to be 
approved (e.g., speak to he House/Senate budget conferees to keep the language or modify it to make it work) - and later - to help Queen of Peace. 
We have done what we can to try to get extra funds for them, but we need someone somewhere within the executive branch to work to find a solution. 

I know hat Lara Pennington, he executive director of the agency, and her staff would be delighted to have Gov. Greitens and the First Lady come and 
visit so they can see firsthand the important work they are doing. 
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Thank you for considering this during what I know is a very busy ime.
